Asso ciated Press Spo rts Writer 
CINCINNATI (AP) - Chum­ 
my little Cro sley Field, where 
po wer hitters o nce cho rtled in 
glee and waiters hawked beers 
12 fo r a buck, fell victim to day 
lo the wheels o f pro gress. It’s 
being demo lished fo r urban re­ 
newal. 
A 7,000-po und wrecking ball, 
decked o ut as a giant baseball 
and 
swung 
by 
a 
crane, 
slammed into the histo ric park, 
fo r 58 years ho me o f the Na­ 
tio nal League’s Cincinnati Reds 
baseball team. 
In 120 days, the stadium, 
abando ned by the Reds in favo r 
o f plush Riverfro nt Stadium 
two summers ago , will be lev­ 
eled. 
“It’s kind o f sad,” said a lo cal 
pho to grapher, 
surveying 
the 
creaking park fo r the final time 
Tuesday. 
“I hate to see it go ,” added 
Ed Baer, an o fficial o f King 
Wrecking Co mpany, Inc., that 
is demo lishing the park which 
seated abo ut 30,000 “—spent a 
lo t o f time there.” 
Baer was a mere yo ungster 
the day he sto o d o utside the 
park and watched as a cab 
pulled up. “This great big giant 
o t a man go t o ut,” Baer re­ 
called, “and it was Babe Ruth. 
“I just sto o d there with my 
mo uth o pen. I was 10 years 
o ld.” 
Ruth, then o f the Bo sto n 
Braves, was o ne o f many ball 
players who left his mark o n 
the stadium—kno wn as a hit­ 
ters’ park because o f its left 
field wall, o nly 328 feet fro m 
ho me plate, and straight-apway 
center wall, 383 feet away. 
On May 28, 1935, Ruth fell o n 
an embankment in left field as 
he chased a fly ball. He go t up 
and walked o ff the field. Ano th­ 
er time, in an exhibitio n game 
at Cro sley Field, Ruth wallo ped 
ho me runs measuring 426 and 
400 feet.

after slowing from 24,500 to 1,- 
600 miles an hour on the long 
outward 
journey 
from

earth. 
The speed was to increase to 
about 5,700 m.p.h. as the astro­ 
nauts loop behind the moon and 
out of radio contact with earth, 
they were to fire the engine of 
the command ship Casper to 
whip into lunar ortbit.

checkout, 
Young and Duke are to board 
the lunar Ship Orion on Thurs­ 
day and at 3:41 p.m. guide it to 
a landing on a mountain-ringed 
plateau in the moon’s southern 
highlands.

The three explorations, parts 
of which will be telev ised liv e 
by the three major telev ision 
networks, are to start Thursday 
at 7:19 p.m., Friday at 5:44 
p.m. and Saturday at 5:19 p.m. 
Young and Duke staged a 
dress rehearsal Tuesday night 
for Thursday’s entry to the lu­ 
nar module.
